1 . (Currently Amended) A surface treating appliance comprising: 
a main body having a longitudinal axis; 

a support assembly which is connected to the main body and arranged to 
foU rotate with respect to the main body for allowing the appliance to be rolled 
along a surface; and 

a surface treating head connected to the main body; 

wherein the support assembly comprises one or more rotatable members 
having outer 

surfaces which together form a single substantially continuous rolling support 
surface in a 

direction perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the main body, the support 
surface being 

symmetrical about the longitudinal axis of the main body. 
Claims 2-22 are previously presented. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

b. The prior art neither anticipates nor render obvious the claimed 
invention because the entire support rotates with respect to the 

MAIN BODY AND THE SURFACE TREATMENT HEAD WHICH READS OVER THE 
SAUERS BECAUSE SAUERS CANNOT FUNCTION WITH THE ROLLER BEIGN THE 
ENTIRE SUPPORT AND THEN ROTATING BECAUSE IT MUST ALSO SUPPORT THE 
HANDLE, WHEELS AND BRUSH AS TAUGHT IN THE PATENT 3150394. AS A 
RESULT, THE PRIOR ART NEITHER ANTICIPATES NOR RENDERS OBVIOUS THE 
AFOREMENTIONED INVENTION.
